Should you 
wish to match the normal sum- 
mertime fare presented at many 
concerts, these records will enable 
you to plan your own pops con- 
certs for yourself and your friends. 

An entire pops concert is con- 
tained on a single 12-inch long- 
playing disc issued by Decca. 
Leroy Anderson conducts his or- 
chestra in an even dozen works 
of his own. Included among them 
are his own arrangements of such 
perennial favorites as The Last 
Rose of Summer and The Minstrel 
Boy. The record also contains 
his Sandpaper Ballet, in which 
the sound of a sandpaper block 
is featured, and another novelty 
number, The Typewriter, in which 
that venerable office instrument 
engages in some good-humored 
banter with the orchestra. 

Speaking of the typewriter—I 
heartily recommend that you lis- 
ten to a delightful new opera 
(yes, an opera, on a pops pro- 
gram!) called archy and mehita- 
bel. As you may know, Archy is 
the literate cockroach created by 
Don Marquis back in 1927. Mar- 
quis was a columnist on the old 
New York Sun, who poured his 
own humor and his own philoso- 
phy of life into the sayings of 
the cockroach who inhabited the 
newspaper office at night. By 
hurling himself against the type- 
writer keys, Archy was able to 
type out his messages. But of 
course, since he was able to 
strike only one key at a time, 
he could not use the shift key; 
hence he was compelled to type 
without capital letters.

of the work!) 

Devotees of the light music of 
Johann Strauss, Jr. and Josef 
Strauss should find two Vanguard 
releases very much to their lik- 
ing. One disc, called Wine, Wom- 
en and Song contains not only the 
famous waltz bearing that title, 
but also the Artists’ Life Waltz, 
the Morning Papers Waltz and 
the Aquarellen Waltz, along with 
a march, a polka and a csardas. 
The other dise is devoted in its 
entirety to a dozen polkas by the 
two Strauss brothers. Included 
among them are the Tritsch- 
Tratsch polka and the famous Piz- 
zicato polka. The record is titled, 
appropriately, Polkas. Both discs 
are performed by the Vienna 
State Opera Orchestra under 
Anton Paulik. Since Vienna is 
the “home” of this music, it is

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A CHILD’S 
GARDEN OF ROSES 


Summer is the ideal time to introduce children to the pleasures of 
growing flowers. A garden of their own to plant and tend under a 
parent's guidance will not only expose a child to what may become 
a life-long hobby, but will develop in him healthy traits like an 
understanding of nature and an appreciation of the value of 
property. To make the world of flowers more familiar to the child 
and to dramatize to parents what they can do (on a smaller scale. 
of course) in their own back yards, the Jackson and Perkins Rose 
Company has arranged a garden for children, planted in varieties 
of roses which thrive under almost any condition with minimum 
attention and gardening skill. Named after characters in the 
Pinocchio fable, the rosebushes bloom from summer until frost in 
both single stems and large clusters. Colors range from the white 
of Papa Geppetto’s marionette, to the soft pink of the Pinocchio, to 
the deep, unfading hue of the Figaro Red. The fences and garden 
structures have been designed in a storybook style to entice children;

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The articles by Mary Reche which appear in our 
pages from time to time (How to Buy Traditional 
Furniture, page 52) are only one indication of 
her multifarious interests and accomplishments. 
Her writing career, which began in decoration, 
has grown like a banyan tree until it now encom- 
passes anything concerning people. She is active 
in the mysterious world of politics—and, let us say 
here, we do not envy the party which has to coun- 
ter the effects of such an energetic worker. She 
is also the mother of an editor named Terence, 
a staff member of the Lawrenceville School paper, 
who, also a confirmed New Yorker, expects to 
make writing a career. 


The odyssey of A. Quincy Jones and Frederick E. 
Emmons began with a meeting in 1940 when they 
were designing naval bases. After their release 
from the navy, they became partners, pursuing 
their profession over land and sea—from Texas to 
New York, from Pennsylvania to Hawaii, with 
stops between. The firm has to its credit ten 
awards for home design including five for site and 
community planning, a service they insist on pro- 
viding in development building. Builder Joseph 
Eichler, of Palo Alto, teamed up with Emmons and 
Jones when he became an enthusiastic convert to 
contemporary design after moving into a Frank 
Lloyd Wright home. The results of the collabora- 
tion between the three men are shown in this 
issue (A Communal California Life That Ap- 
proaches the Ideal, page 30). Perhaps an even 
stronger indication of their success was a shop- 
ping list prepared by the wife of a visitor to one 
of these homes, with the notation: Bring back an 
Eichler Home. 


Unlike the cobbler’s children, architect Walter 
Costa’s family are well sheltered in a handsome 
treetop home in Lafayette, California (New De- 
sign for a Duplex, page 66). The family consists 
of Walter, his wife, Jane, daughter Laurie, four 
months old, and their collie, Sparkie. Walter Costa 
graduated from the University of California in 
1949 with a Master of Arts in Architecture and 
their home is a to his philosophy that 
the entire site should be integrated into a com- 
pletely architecturally-designed unit. At present 
they rent the other part of their duplex to a young 
architect and his family. Driven, however, by the 
restless yearning for experimentation and innova- 
tion in design, Walter plans to build another, per- 
manent home sometime in the future and rent both 
units, There is no predicting now what form the 
next Costa house will take. It may well depend on 
the foreign jaunts of this traveling architect, whose 
present residence was designed under the influence 
of a trip which he made to Japan a few years ago. 
Evidence of the far-reaching effects of his travel 
are the objets d’art he brought back with him. 


Copy editor Ken Botes has at least the advantage 
of looking like an editor. Benign (most of the 
time), bespectacled (all of the time—he can not 
see his hand in front of his face), he sits at his 
desk like a minor oracle, and occasionally man- 
ages to convince a few people that he is. Beneath 
the air of calm, however, there lies an antique- 
greedy heart (just how greedy is apparent on 
page 56, The Grand Manner on a Shoestring). 
On the credit side, however, is a Master of Arts 
degree in English from Western Reserve Univer- 
sity, a Rockefeller Fellowship in drama and liter- 
ature, and a series of European jaunts spent in 
bargain hunting, speaking very bad French and 
spending his last cent. 


The whole staff is basking in the honor which has 
come to our art department in the form of a gold 
medal for Color Editorial Art in Non-Fiction 
Home Planning. Strong-memoried readers may 
recall the winning entry, a table setting photo- 
graphed in a New York bistro (Try a Paris Label 
on Your Table, June, 1954). The annual award 
was presented by the Art Directors Club of New 
York to our art director Michael Lowe. In addition 
to being selected from more than 10,000 entries 
submitted from the United States and Canada for 
all categories, the picture will be included in an 
exhibit of 400 subjects, then later reproduced in 
the Club’s Annual along with a photograph of 
Michael Lowe. The tidings, which came in the 
morning mail, were met with jubilation: produc- 
tion assistant Ellen Touroff, true to the traditions 
of her sex, rushed to phone the good news to every- 
one she knew; artist Piero Aversa smoked two 
cigarettes at once; production manager Bob An- 
drews fell into the nearest chair, and Ed Dratz 
leaned on the desk for support while Mike calmly 
faced the hastily summoned photographer. Mike’s 
happiness for the department and the magazine is 
matched by our pride in all of them.

in Palo Alto, California, in a community knows as Green- 

meadow. It is distinguished on two counisyhen,ie-Cllere | 
all the amenities of pleasant. per pre hye its own 

swimming pool, playgrounds. park nursery school, and / 
second, and perhaps more noteworthy, it never loses sight 
of the importance of the individual need for privacy. This 
is not an easy task in a housing project, and it is accom- 
plished successfully only when the inherent pitfalls are 
hurdled with talent, brains and an enormous amount of fore- 
sight. In Greenmeadow, the builders, Eichler Homes, the ar- 
chitects, A. Quincy Jones, A.I.A. and Frederick Emmons, 
A.LA., and the landscape architect, Thomas D. Church, worked 
together from the very inception of the project, fusing their 
skills to achieve a community that would neither look nor per- 
form like a human beehive. Streets are wide and curved, 
rather than narrow and straight. Lots, although no bigger 
than average, utilize every inch of space, and are irregularly shaped to permit 
variation in orientation (a factor that contributes heavily to change in archi- 
tectural pace). Each house has a front and rear garden and an outdoor living 
area screened with great skill from its neighbors with fencing and baffles. The 
architecture is contemporary, simple and gingerbreadless: to avoid the old cliché 
of the Queen Anne front and the Mary Anne derriére, [Continued on page 32]

Model No. 2 is “another example of the architects’ skill in pre- 
senting, without monotony, a blank fagade to the street.

Model No. 3 has a double section of deep overhangs to protect 
the entry and give decorative interest to the roof line.

there is no particular emphasis on any one elevation; each is 
interesting unto itself. Large glass areas are kept away from the 
street and all doors and windows are protected by deep over- 
hangs. Thus, and more than in the sense of the old saw, each house 
is its owners’ castle, nor need they remain within the protection 
of their four walls to keep their privacy inviolate. They can sit 
in their patio, work in their garden and relax in their outdoor liv- 
ing area with the same freedom from neighborly vigilance that 
they might enjoy on a peak in Darien. This is an extraordinary 
feat in development housing, and it proves that good design and 
planning can overcome almost any handicap. The same meticulous 
care has been given to interior plan and detail as to orientation 
and privacy. Each house has a two-car garage, two baths, three 
or four bedrooms, a separate laundry, commodious storage space 
and, in one plan, a family or all-purpose room. Areas for living 
and dining are sometimes combined, sometimes not, and kitchens 
may be completely or partially open to the living-dining area, or 
completely enclosed, as the buyer chooses. To keep the houses as 
personalized as possible, decorative details—the colors of the 
stains, the floor covering (cork or asphalt tile), bathroom tiling 
and counter tops—are selected by the buyer. Thermostatically 
controlled heating is a feature of each house, as are 220 volt cir- 
cuits. Exteriors are vertical redwood siding (stained, to avoid 
shock effect, various soft hues that achieve, in the all-over pic- 
ture, the quality of a painting); interiors are Philippine ma- 
hogany plywood. Roofs are insulated and fire-resistant, all plumb- 
ing pipe is copper, all hardware is solid brass, and prices. 
depending on variation in size and plan, range from $16,000 
to $18,500. On the following pages, we examine four Green- 


meadow homes—three very generally. one in complete detail.

Model No. 4 (upon whose merits we shall enlarge) has |,670 
square feet of living space, and differs somewhat from 
its neighbors in that it has an all-purpose room in addi- 
tion to its three bedrooms. The exterior was detailed so 
that its structural members would appear as an integral 
part of the design, and a baffle-wall of concrete block 
contributes strongly to the textural contrast of the build- 
ing materials. From entry (right) one looks directly 
across the living room into the terrace and garden beyond 
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The close indoor-outdoor relationship that has 
become so important a part of the Californian tra- 
dition is emphasized in this house by the projec- 
tion of two wings into the garden so that three 


rooms—living room, all-purpose room and master 
bedroom—may each open onto the terrace 
through sliding glass doors. The result is a differ- 
ent view from each room, a constant swirl of light 
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A free-standing cabinet-wall separates the living-dining area from the kit- 
chen, screening the appliances from the formal area, yet preserving enough of 
the open feeling of the house to prevent either room having a sense of 
cramped enclosure. Kitchen side of wall encloses refrigerator, cabinets and 
built-in THERMADOR range—sink, counters and oven are on window wall— 
and an eating counter is placed beneath the hanging cabinet (formal dining 
takes place at one end of living room). Flooring in this area is polished cork, 
walls are surfaced in Philippine mahogany plywood and the fireplace is painted 
concrete block. The vaulted ceiling, the open planning and the skillfully dis- 
tributed glass areas are all contributing factors to the room's genuine spa- 
ciousness and the sequence of vistas that make it visually interesting 
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This house is planned 


to capture the sun, the view, 


and to temper the wind 


Carefully oriented to enjoy the most beneficent ex- 
posure—plus a pleasant view—the house literally fol- 
lows the sun in the arrangement of its principal liv- 
ing areas. The master bedroom forms one of the little 
wings that flank the terrace, and a complete wall of 
glass in three sections—two of fixed glass, one a 
sliding door—permits a flood of sunlight (controlled 
by a deep overhang) and immediate access to the ter- 
race and garden, completely fenced for privacy and 
protection from the wind. The corresponding wing 
seen directly opposite houses the all-purpose room 
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In the same manner, the all-purpose 
room looks across the terrace to the mas 
ter bedroom and over its roof to the 
gently rolling hills that form the perim- 
eter of Greenmeadow. This is a room 
for both work and play: television, sew- 
ing, study, writing and, for that matter, 
any hobby its owner might wish to pur- 
sue that would involve litter. (A workshop 
is provided in the garage for the hardier 
craft of carpentering.) Since the room 


faces the street, the principal glazing 
lies above eye level atop the concrete- 
block wall which extends beyond end of 
house to form part of garden enclosure 
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Fencing is the wall and moat 


of each Greenmeadow home 


Drying yard (or croquet field) and sand pile are relegated to the rear of the 
house in a completely enclosed area that is part lawn, part paving. Door 
at right leads to one of the baths and the adjoining laundry so that children 
can come in from play, wash up, and not track through the house. Wet clothes 
(should the house lack a dryer) can be brought out to dry with the same ease 
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Bedroom walls, like those of the 
rest of the house, are of Philip- 
pine mahogany plywood, but the 
floors, instead of cork, are sur- 
faced in asphalt tile. Each of the 
smaller bedrooms has a large closet 
with sliding doors and a built-in 
bank of drawers, while the master 
bedroom's closet is sensibly located 
in the adjoining dressing room 


Master bedroom’s bath is divided into two sections, one 
for a dressing room with clothes closet, lavatory and dress- 
ing-table-counter, the other for the shower and water closet. 
Counter top is surfaced in pale gray FORMICA, and the sup- 
porting wood cabinet is painted black and white. Another 
storage closet is built against the wall of adjacent passage 


Laundry occupies the same section of the second bath 
as that devoted to the dressing room in the master bath. 
Washer and dryer and a black and white cabinet for the 
clothes hamper and clean linen are grouped on either side 
of the passage and lighted by a WASCOLITE SKYDOME.

unrelenting budget 


mistically called “limited financial resources”) which holds that decorating a small 


apartment or home on a rigid budget is an impossibility—that unless one can invest in 


the richest fabrics, the deepest-pile carpeting. the costliest furniture, the cause of good 


decoration is well-nigh lost. This is. of course. a nonsensical theory—and one we pro- 


pose here to explode 


for the wavs and means of tailoring a room to suit both available 


space and funds are diverse. limited only by the taste and inventiveness of the 


owner. As the imaginatively treated interiors on these and the following pages reveal. 


there are, it turns out. two ways of approaching the not-so-formidable challenge of 


decorating on a budget. One method calls for the modifications of awkward or deficient 


architectural features in an existing room. and winnowing out the wheat from the 


chaff of an often weary collection of furniture by remodeling certain fundamentally 


sound pieces and then unsentimentally chucking the rest. Time-consuming efforts 


involved in such a project have their rewards. for they can pay off handsomely in 
savings as well as vastly improved appearance.

Moderately priced furniture scaled for small- 


room living helps create an illusion of space; garden furniture—playing an unexpected 


interior role—and unfinished pieces in ordinary grains perform yeoman service 


when given a bright coat of paint. Inexpensive fabrics and wallpapers, extremely 


good-looking, are abundant. The most successful substitute for high costs is the judi- 


cious use of color; overcoming as it will the shortcomings of a room, it is perhaps 


the strongest and least expensive weapon the budget decorator has at his command.

PP h to the problem of budget decorating is to make the most of what 
you have. In the living room (above), a purposely exaggerated group of acces- 
sories was used to dramatize effects of clutter. Elimination of bric-a-brac and 
modification of remaining elements were keynotes to a successful transformation.

A small one-room apartment (or a com- 
bination living-dining room) requiring as 
it often does the presence of sofa-bed, 
desk, chest of drawers. buffet and dining 
area, can easily become a trial to an oc- 
cupant bent on filling out its limited pro- 
portions as tidily as possible. In this 12’ 
x 14 budget room, the problem was neat- 
ly solved by selection and construction 
of furniture notable for its lightness and 
ability to suggest more space than there 
actually is.

ecause it is alleged to be next to godliness, cleanliness has 
always enjoyed a certain delicaie esteem, but as a ritual it 
has come a long way since it was symbolized by the steamy rig- 
ors of Saturday night, with mother presiding at the family tub 
and the little ones lined up as lambs for the slaughter. No 
more: bathing, particularly to Americans, has become a fetish 
(and commendably so), and it is performed as sybaritically as 
the bather’s pocketbook will allow. The bathroom is no longer 
a functional cubicle, cold and clinical, but a room of elegance 
and glitter, lavishly tiled, gay, colorful, scented and warm. 
Size lays no particular restriction on the modern bath. It 
can be minuscule and, if it is well designed, still be dis- 
tinctive. Whatever its size, it is planned to channel its 
traffic and whatever demands are to be made upon it with the 
least confusion, It makes special provision for dressing, 
for making-up, and, if need be, for children. The rooms on 
this and the subsequent pages are both new and remodeled: 


all are fine examples of how well dressed the bath can be.

GLOSSARY OF TERMS FOR THE TRADITIONAL FURNITURE BUYER 


Traditional 


The dictionary defines the word as an adjective 
meaning “derived from something handed down 
from the past.” How far in the past? Ancient 
China, if you like. Any great period of furniture 
reproduced or imitated has initiated a tradition 


Reproduction 


A copy of an old piece of historic style. 1} ac- 
curate in all details, it is a replica. If it merely 
follows the general external form, it is called 
a reproduction by commercial courtesy only 


Adaptation 


Again the dictionary: “A modification of form 
or structure fitting it more perfectly for ex- 
istence under the conditions of its environment.”

Authentic 


W hen applied to an original piece: genuine, veri- 
table and bona fide. Thus, an authentic reproduc- 
tion, to merit the name, must be an exact replica 


Style 


As applied to furniture, a distinctive manner of 
designing typical of any given time, place, per- 
son or group. It may be the work of an individu- 
al, such as Sheraton, or typical of a major move- 
ment, such as Renaissance, Baroque or Rococo 


How to buy traditional furniture 


M wn of us think of tradition as a static thing—a design 
or a custom, complete and perfect unto itself, which has been 
handed down to us unchanged and unchangeable. We are 
wrong, and a little reflection or a quick glance at history soon 
shows how wrong. Every generation has borrowed something 
from the past, but each has borrowed on its own terms, ac- 
cepting this, rejecting that, and rarely can one compare the 
current version of any tradition to its historical origin without 
being struck more by the difference than by the similarities. 
Tradition, like everything else in life, keeps changing all 
the time. Just before World War 1, American manufac- 
turers were making furniture they called “Colonial.”  Illus- 
trations of it in old catalogues show little resemblance to 
the graceful highboys or the simple ladder-backs of the 
early colonies, although they do have something in common 
with the ponderous mahogany so popular about the time 
that Zachary Taylor marched into Mexico. Almost anyone 
can spot this “traditional” furniture as belonging, not to 
1776 or 1846, but to the period between 1910 and 1915. 
Today, perhaps, we do a better job of interpreting the 
colonial tradition, but nevertheless, in any era, traditional 
design is likely to be much closer to contemporary design 
than to any historical precedent, and its future is no more 
predictable. A fine piece of furniture, well made and well 
designed—-whether it stems from ancient Greece, eighteenth- 
century Philadelphia or nineteenth-century Japan—will be a 


joy to have around as long as it is useful and, possibly, longer. 


There is no style of the past, however, that has not at one time 
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or another, been considered not only old hat but downright 
ugly, and this is likely to be so in the future. Traditional 
design is for the adventurous who enjoy whetting their dis- 
crimination. It offers scant refuge to the timid soul who 
shies away from the contemporary because he cannot make 
up his mind as to what is good or whether it will endure. 
The wise approach (and safest, if safety is the object) is to 
forget styles, forget the glamorous names of the past, and 
appraise each piece of traditional furniture as if it had 
been designed yesterday. Judge it. in other words, as if 
it were brand new, and compare it candidly with its con- 
temporary counterparts. A few years ago a canny furniture 
retailer startled his customers into doing just that when 
he mingled traditional and modern pieces in one floor-wide 
display. People who thought they were irrevocably commit- 
ted to traditional found themselves buying modern as well. 
It is a sure test of integrity in any design if it can hold 
its own alongside its opposite: a good one always can. An- 
other thing it is well to forget in shopping for traditional 
furniture is the word “authentic.” Often it is not clear 
whether the word refers to the original (as an authentic 
example of its style and period) or to the new piece (as a 


faithful. therefore authentic. reproduction). If the new 


how can it make any difference whether the origi- 


nal was authentic or not? In any case. authen- 


Cabinet Maker's Director, could easily frighten a dedicated 
traditionalist into a passion for the most monastic contem- 
porary pieces he could find. On the other hand. a great deal of 
early American furniture of the country pine and maple 
variety was never, in the true sense, designed at all. Country 
carpenters put it together as best they knew how, and like all 
folk art, some of it has a simple grace and much of it has 
none at all. “Authentic” reproductions of the latter would have 
very little to recommend them other than an overtone of 
nostalgia. No doubt the best reason for turning a deaf ear 
to the word “authentic” is that so few faithful copies are to 
be found. Eighteenth-century furniture was made by hand, a 
labor of love, and most of the pieces we admire were far from 
inexpensive. even in their own day. Many of the details— 
notably carving—cannot be duplicated by machine or with 
low-cost materials. As a consequence. precise replicas, except 
for small occasional pieces. are likely to bear grandiose price 
tags. “Adaptation” is the word for the major portion of the 
traditional furniture to be had at medium prices, but that 
word, too, can be confusing. Although no purist would admit 
it, an adaptation can be a commendable improvement over 
the original. or, at least. an improvement for our way of 


living. It can also be (and often is) a disaster. One method

pound curve.) Accustomed as we are to the Spartan lines of 
most contemporary design, we may like the simplified version 
better. When, however, generous curves are squashed to 
meager ellipses, when ornamentation is retained but only 
crudely suggested, the adaptation more nearly resembles a 
caricature. While the more elegant Georgian designs are 
often emasculated, the modest country pieces are sometimes 
gaudied up, although not always without reason. Kitchen 
dressers, tavern tables and other such strictly utilitarian 
pieces might—if copied exactly—seem a bit unpolished, even 
to people with a deep attachment for the provincial. Ma- 
chine-made regularity and modern finishes are usually 
enough to give these designs an acceptably manicured look 
without doing violence to the straightforward, unsophisticated 
lines of the originals. But when adaptations of early American 
designs involve the use of elegant cabinet woods or a profu- 
sion of turnings and tricky details of contemporary invention, 
one wonders why the translators ever bothered to lavish their 
fiendish ingenuity on this particular period in the first place. 
A number of pieces so widely in use today—coffee tables. 
double and triple dressers, certain types of extension tables— 
were never made in the eighteenth century, and any tra- 
ditional versions thereof must of necessity be adaptations. 


When a sensitive interpreter turns his talents to designing a 


coffee table as Sheraton or Hepplewhite might have visualized 
it (if any of their customers had thought to ask for one) he 
may come up with something very handsome. Let us pass 
over quickly, however. those lamentable attempts to translate 
Chippendale into plastic or Duncan Phyfe into chrome steel. 
Another classification of furniture is traditional primarily 
by virtue of its embellishment--the hardware, the base, the 
moldings and perhaps the finish. Once the type is recog- 
nized. the next question is: what would it look like stripped 
of its costume jewelry? A bit naked, no doubt, but if it is 
well made and its proportions are good, it will still be able 
to hold its own. If, however, the Chippendale drawer-pulls 
and bracket feet are the only things that distinguish it from 
a filing cabinet. it is not worth the powder to blow it up. 
Finish is not a matter to be slighted in any kind of furniture, 
but in reproductions it can sustain or ruin the traditional 
spirit of the design. The grain and varied colorings of the 
wood are always clearly visible in old pieces, and they ought 
to be visible in reproductions, too. A thick opaque finish 
kills whatever validity a traditional design might otherwise 


have; so do the heavy stains that blacken mahogany or exag-

gerate the ruddiness of maple. Equally deplorable is the 
other extreme—the finish that attempts to go nature one 
better with obviously artificial shadings. This is not altogether 
the manufacturer's fault. Many is the buyer who will oh and 
ah over the timeworn patina of an antique piece, and then 
turn coat and insist on a finish of overwhelming glitter on 
an adaptation. No wonder manufacturers occasionally ques- 
tion whether the public has all its wits about it. Since hard- 
ware is often the most telling detail of a traditional piece, it 
is worth being finicking about. It should feel smooth, heavy 
and metallic: not as if it were stamped out of tin, On faithful 
copies, handles are made of plain, untreated brass. On less 
expensive furniture the brass is often “antiqued,” and while 
it has the merit of being easier to clean, it should never look 
painted or obviously artificial. Construction, for the most 
part, is the same in traditional furniture as it is in most con- 
temporary pieces. Undoubtedly, today’s quality reproduc- 
tions will endure even longer than their handmade ancestors, 
what with machine-cut parts, synthetic glues and modern 
techniques for bonding veneers. Traditional design has one 
vulnerable point, however—the joinery on the legs of Windsor- 
type chairs. The old chairmakers had their own way of doing 
it: using green wood, they bored holes just big enough for the 
legs and spindles which were then forced into them, and by 
the time the wood had seasoned. the joints were tight. Modern 
manufacturers, using kiln-dried wood, used to depend on glue 
to hold the joints. This it rarely did to anyone’s satisfaction 
because of the extra stress caused by the slant of the Windsor 
leg. A few years ago, however, they found a better way, and 
spindles can now be cut with square ends which are com- 
pressed by modern machinery into a round shape to fit round 
holes, Time and the moisture from the glue encourage the 
round ends to resume their original squareness, and they 
settle themselves into the round holes solidly and forever. It 
is not always possible to tell by examining a new chair 
whether this square-dowel process has been used, but it is 
worth asking about. A keen eye and an open mind are good 
insurance when buying any kind of furniture, but they are 
invaluable when looking at traditional. This is true, not be- 
cause traditional design is any harder to appraise, but be- 
cause, being human, we are so susceptible to our own 
nostalgia and the inextinguishable glamour that the past— 


even the faintest touch or suggestion of it—has for all of us.

We are criticized occasionally—and with some acer- 


bity—of doffing our hat too seldom to the highly 


polished décor of the antique world. We don’t agree, 
but if we have been remiss, it is not because our 
staff is unappreciative. Some of them, true, are so 
contemporary-minded, furniturewise, that they are 


dewy-eyed, but we have our share of antique hunters, 


all fanatically owlish on the subject. Vrobably the 
most stricken is copy editor Ken Bates, who would 


rather go antiquing than eat (the one pastime does 


not lead to the other), and whose apartment you see 
before you. It is large, old and inexpensive (other- 
wise he wouldn’t have it), and in it are the trophies 
of years of inspired scavenging. Good antique furni- 
ture and bibelots—when purchased from a repu- 
table dealer—are, unfortunately, extremely expen- 
sive, but there are ways and means of feeding the 
lacquered wolf that gnaws at the bosom of the dedi- 
cated without going dead broke. Ken was lucky: he 
inherited a few pieces, and was fortunate enough to 
buy a certain amount abroad, where old furniture 
costs about a third of what it does here. The rest 
came from country auctions, from rooting about in 
dark corners of junk shops, from driving a hard bar- 
gain and from shameless begging from indulgent 
friends. It took a long time, but the result is a 
harmonious collection of really interesting pieces 
that belie their cost, which was not exorbitant. If 
nothing else, the apartment proves that, if the love 


of antiques is a mania, it makes its victim happy. 


Old furniture can be assembled effectively without regard to 
period or style if the vintage is good enough. These pieces. 
for the most part, are European: chairs are French. the 
marble-ttopped table is German, the armoire is Flemish. 
Although the curly maple table is American, it has no 
quarrel with the Venetian mirror hung over it or the brass 
rooster of the lamp which was made from the finial of a Napo- 
leonic flagpole.

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The dining room is a pleasant potpourri of maple, pine, 
walnut and oak—-American pieces, for the most part— 
set against a white dado and black and white toile wall 
paper. The extension table, refinished and polished to 
the nines, was rescued from an old house in Boston where 
it had been relegated to the laundry, and the Deacon 
Jones bench once sat forlornly on the porch of an aban- 
doned church in Maine. Armchairs, covered in black 
horsehair, are reproductions, but retain enough of the 
feeiing of Chippendale to make them interesting. Fender 
and fire tools are burnished steel, eighteenth century and 
English; the iron banks on the mantel were once used to 
teach children thrift (their meaning has changed, some- 
what), and the lamps were made from shoeshine pedestals 
of the day when shining shoes was an art.

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ictor Hugo once called the doll “one of the most 
7. necessities, and at the same time one of the 
most charming instincts of female childhood.” Because 
this pretty statement is so true, the doll and its manufac- 
ture is also a $100,000,000 industry—far and away the 
top apple of the toy field. What creates the demand for 
this vast supply? Dr. Burton B. Pfeffer, M.D., Director 
of the Child Therapy Clinic of the Institute for Psycho- 
therapy in New York, explains it as springing from a 
child’s need to express her feeling and to master her difhi- 
culties in the process of growing up. Little boys have their 
own kind of doll—a Teddy bear or a Hopalong Cassidy 
—but to the little girl, a doll is a child, her child, and 
through it she becomes familiar with sensations that she 
will face later in reality. To the psychiatrist, a child who 
treats her dolls as human beings and guides them through 
a series of adult situations is a child who is actually show- 
ing a desire to grow up. Dolls are sheer entertainment to 
a child, and the more a doll duplicates life in look and 
action, the more appealing it is. The toy manufacturer is 


well aware of this fact: he [Continued on the next page]

knows that the doll is the one product purchased only 
for the asking (or the tearful demanding), and his 
industry is geared to children’s expressed opinions 
over the difference between a poor imitation and an 
exact replica of the human form. The doll has come 
a long way since it was, figuratively, at least, “a rag, 
a bone and a hank of hair.” Gone are the breakable 
china dolls with wigs of real hair, the molded rubber 
doll with its parodied human features, the excelsior- 
stuffed doll whose interior was often more in evidence 
than its exterior. Dolls today are lifelike, and they 
have almost unlimited play value. Enterprising little 
girls can now make their doll clothes from miniature 
patterns that echo the current trends of the fashion 
world. They can put make-up on them, give them per- 
manent waves, bend their jointed knees in prayer, 
hold them by the hand, walk them and feed them. To 
be able to run this gamut without showing the ravages 
of time, dolls must be durable, and they are. Although 
their soft vinyl faces look and feel like the skin of a 
real baby, they can be scrubbed to a fare-thee-well 
and their nylon or saran hair can be shampooed, 
curled and styled. They can talk (a recording device 
lets them emote for twenty seconds), they can weep, 
and should their little mothers be fond of changing 
diapers, they can oblige in that department, too, A 
doll, like everything else, can cost almost anything, 
but its price, to a child, has nothing to do with its de- 
sirability. All that matters is a sense of intimacy: the 
doll must belong. From the moment its knee is dim- 
pled in the sculptor’s studio, drawn on the engineer’s 
blueprint, formed in the molding vat, to the time 
when its face is painted, its wig styled and tinted and 
its tiny clothes pressed and arranged, it is destined for 
a little girl’s delight. She, and she alone, can use her 
secret of fusing fact with fancy to create for herself 


one of the most exciting new worlds of childhood.

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W.. it was a financial consideration rather than the sense of 


filial duty which prompted the Walter Costas, of Lafayette, California, 
to build their two-family home, the design is worthy of study as a 
workable solution to the problem of providing living quarters for par- 
ents. Walter Costa is an architect and when he and his wife, Jane, be- 
gan thinking concretely of building a home, it was soon evident that 
the mortgage payments necessary for the kind of house they wanted were 
more than they could afford. The only solution was to build a two- 
family dwelling, the rent from one unit amortizing the mortgage. Later, 
they could rent both units and build another separate house for them- 
selves. Having decided on a duplex, the Costas began scouring the area 
for a site where zoning permitted this type of dwelling, finally found 


a triangular-shaped plot in Lafayette, California, which boasted a dozen 
or so deciduous oak trees and a brook. Walter Costa had already de- 
cided on a general plan for each unit: there would be a living-dining 
space, two bedrooms, kitchen and bath in each, with an additional studio 
room in their own unit. The laundry, utility room and garage would 
be common spaces. From these requirements and the dictates of the plot, 


the design evolved. The overriding idea was to use an inexpensive 


structural system and inexpensive building materials to create as 


much and as interesting space as possible for the money. A con- 


crete floor slab with colored cement finish was used throughout, 


except in the bedroom wing of the rental unit which has a wood floor 


cantilevered over the creek.

Flowers can bloom in fabric with all their natural vivid-

Summer can last all year, if you like, simply 
by using the flower wheel as a guide in decorating, and

Cold summer soups relieve 


hot weather blues 


The solar system by which we live is so arranged that once each year, 
commencing June twenty-first. we have summer. When we are very 
young we think only of the vacations and do not feel the heat. Later, 
summer boils down to two-weeks away from routine and a time for com- 
plaining about the weather. One of the few joys left to us on those sizzling 
days is cool food and drink. not the least of which is soup: cold, icy, 
chilled soup. A summer soup should not be a hot soup served cold; it 
should be something you would not eat at all if it weren't 90 degrees 
in the shade. It should hold a little of the wisdom of the tropics, where 
food is spicier than in the north. It should contain things that are fresh 
and succulent only in summer; fruits, vegetables, fish, herbs which 
cannot be found in winter, cold wine to add sparkle, raw vegetables 
and summery garnishes to enhance it. If summer soups are inventive 
enough and cold enough, they enable you to skip whole courses. A menu 
might be summer soup, a cold salad and fruit. Or you might start with 
fruit, then have an ice-cold soup that contains a poached egg and end 
with a coffee cream or a light cheese. Summer soup should be prepared 
with all the ease and speed that summer demands. Summer may have

you're planning to retire a worn- 
out cleaner or buy one for the 
first time, you'll find many 
changes and improvements in the 
new models, They are lightweight, 
easier to move from room to 
room. They have been redesigned 
for greater efficiency, streamlined 
in appearance and made more 
compact for easier storing. Prac- 
tically all 1955 models feature 
disposable paper bags to elimi- 
nate one of the most distasteful 
of all cleaning chores. Motor 
horsepower has been stepped up; 
fans have been redesigned, suc- 
tion at point contact has been 
increased and controlled in some 
models. (According to leading 
vacuum cleaner authorities, it's 
the suction at point of use that 
provides real efficiency.) Fiber- 
glas and rubber insulation is used 
in many models to cut down 
noise. Practically all cleaners have 
built-in radio and TV interference 
eliminators. 

Basically, 1955 vacuum clean- 
ers fall into two types with two 
different cleaning principles: (1) 
Those that combine suction with 
a motor-drive, revolving brush in 
nozzle are commonly referred to 
as an upright cleaner. (2) Those 
that use powerful suction only— 
these are called canister and 
horizontal tanks. 

Uprights: With their motor- 
driven, revolving brushes, up- 
right cleaners combine a vibrat- 
ting, sweeping suction action to 
pull deeply embedded dirt from 
carpets and rugs. One brand has 
an additional beater-bar on the 
revolving brush unit to beat deep 
dirt to the rug surface. Attach- 
ments, or tool kits, for above-the- 
floor cleaning, are available with 
most uprights, and special adapt- 
ors for connecting these tools to 
the front of the cleaner are pro- 
vided in some makes. Some up- 
rights can be bought with or 
without the attachments. They 
are purely optional at extra cost. 
However, in a few makes, the 
tool kit is included in the pur- 
chase price. 1955 uprights feature 
housing that is low-slung to reach 
under furniture; headlights to 
help search out hidden dirt; auto- 
matic nozzle adjustment for vary- 
ing rug thicknesses; large dust 
bags of specially woven fabric 
to filter out dust-laden air; dis-

posable paper bags provide added 
filtering efficiency. Some bags 
have zipper closings, others have 
metal clamps. With attachments, 
models range from $80 to $140. 
Canister and horizontal 
tanks: Both types depend mainly 
on powerful suction to do the 
cleaning. Attachments complete 
with hose and wands are vital to 
the operation of these cleaners, 
and a basic set of tools is fur- 
nished in the purchase price of all 
models, Basic sets usually con- 
sist of a rug nozzle, floor brush, 
upholstery tool, upholstery brush, 
round dust brush and crevice tool. 
Some models include demothing 
equipment and spray guns, de- 
mothing crystals and other spe- 
cial-purpose attachments, usually 
at extra cost, There is no rotating 
part in the nozzle. For rug and 
carpet cleaning, the rug nozzle 
features a floating, sweep-action 
brush that automatically adjusts 
to various rug thicknesses. To 
facilitate picking up threads, hair 
and other surface litter, most rug 
nozzles have serrated comblike 
interiors that separate carpet pile 
to get at deeply embedded dirt. 
Some manufacturers offer a two- 
in-one rug nozzle-floor-brush tool 
with a completely equipped float- 
ing brush, rug nozzle on one side 
and a floor brush on the other. 
Canister cleaners are available 
this year in round, square, rec- 
tangular and spherical designs. 
Motor and fan assembly is locat- 
ed in the base in some makes, 
and in the upper half of the can- 
ister in others. To provide greater 
cleaning radius without moving 
the cleaner, most canisters swivel 
at top or at the base. For even 
greater portability, 1955 canisters 
have been put on wheels or dol- 
lies. They roll over sills and rug 
thicknesses with the greatest of 
ease, and can be pulled from 
room to room without being 
lifted. Hooks and clamps to fasten 
the most-often-used tools to the 
cleaner body, ready for instant 
use, are another 1955 feature. 
Horizontal tanks are low-slung, 
cylindrical units with motor fan 
units similar to the canister type, 
but located in a horizontal posi- 
tion toward the back of the cylin- 
der. Gliders or casters for easy 
portability are also used on these 
models, and one make features a 


saddle-type tool holder that fits 
over the cylinder. Prices of these 
suction-type cleaners start at 
$49.95 and go up to about $130. 
Small, hand-type cleaners: 
In addition to the above general- 
purpose cleaner classifications, 
there’s a group of small, hand- 
type cleaners that serves many 
needs in small apartments. As 
auxiliary equipment, they are 
ideal for quick pickups, dusting 
automobile upholstery, and for 
such personal grooming chores as 
cleaning out coat pockets, dust- 
ing hats, cleaning out handbags, 
bureau drawers. Nozzles are 
small enough to get into the tight- 
est corners. Although they are 
light in weight (averaging about 
five pounds), they have sturdy 
motors. Shoulder straps for over- 
the-shoulder carrying. and metal 
adapters to convert them into 
miniature floor cleaners are fea- 
tures of the 1955 models. Some of 
these cleaners have motor-driven 
brushes; others rely on suction 
only. Tool kits at extra cost are 
also available with a few models. 
Prices range from $25 to $50. 
Choosing a cleaner: Select- 
ing a vacuum cleaner depends on 
the individual needs of each fami- 
ly: the kind and amount of floor 
covering in the home, the amount 
of use a woman plans for her 
cleaner. (Many women still con- 
fine their vacuum-cleaning activ- 
ity to floors exclusively.) The 
ratio of wall-to-wall carpeting to 
hard floor surfacing is frequently 
a determining factor. The amount 
of above-the-floor vacuuming done 
is another determinant. The 
amount of spraying and demoth- 
ing planned is important too. As 
more women learn to dust walls 
and ceilings, books and shelves, 
upholstery, draperies, mattresses, 
tables, chairs, cabinets, piano 
keys, lamp shades, and use the 
floor tool on kitchen and bath- 
room floors as well as hardwood 
floors, the trend toward owner- 
ship of two cleaners increases. 
There are questions to ask 
when shopping for a vacuum 
cleaner: Which type best suits 
your needs? Are the tools easy to 
attach and detach? Is the dust 
bag easy to empty? Are the re- 
placeable paper bags easy to pur-

Since summer soup is gay, it 
would be sad to serve it in a wide, 
open soup plate with nothing to 
break the expanse of liquid. The 
things that make it attractive and 
add zest are the garnishings. 
They can be as important as the 
poached egg that is surrounded 
by a Sherry Soup, or as unim- 
portant as the slivered almonds 
on the Cream of Lettuce Soup. 
All of it must relate to the toast 
or breads you serve with it. Fresh, 
cold vegetable soup will depend 
a littl on the accompanying 
dilled, crisp toast. Vichyssoise is 
nicer when a few of the chives 
are served on the French bread. 

The blender can be used for all 
the summer soups, the soft puréed 
vegetables remaining in the soup 
which they thicken. If sprigs of 
parsley are added to the soup in 
the blender, the soup gets both 
the full flavor of the parsley as 
well as the cool, green color. 

The recipe books tell us that to 
prepare a meat stock, we must 
put the meat or chicken in cold 
water with vegetables, herbs and 
spices. The meat is brought to a 
boil and then simmered slowly 
until a strong stock is made from 
it. This is clarified and stored. 
This, obviously, is a lengthy and 
steamy process for a warm July 
evening, and so all the cold soups 
listed here are based on canned 
soup or chicken bouillon. The 
cans should be placed in the re- 
frigerator and when they are 
opened, any small amounts of fat 
taken off. It is not necessary to 
heat these soups unless the recipe 
calls for it. If chicken or beef 
bouillon cubes are used, they 
should be dissolved in boiling 
water. Then the mixture must be 
cooled and chilled. All the sum- 
mer soups with the exception of 
the jellied ones can be frozen. 
Just freeze the chilled liquids in 
regular containers and add fresh 
cream, egg yolks and garnishes 
after the soup has thawed.

COLD CREAM OF CHICKEN 
SOUP WITH ASPARAGUS 
1% pounds asparagus 
4 cups chicken consommé 
1 onion, chopped 
1 carrot, diced 
2 peppercorns 
salt and pepper 
3 sprigs parsley 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
cup cream 
\% jigger brandy 
Cut ends from the asparagus 
and place in the chicken stock 
with the onion, carrot, pepper- 
corns, salt, pepper and parsley. 
(Use canned chicken con- 
sommé or 4 chicken bouillon 
cubes in 4 cups boiling water.) 
Cook until the asparagus and 
carrots are soft. 
Select 12 nice-looking aspara- 
gus spears and set aside for 
garnish. 
Strain and keep the consommé 
warm; let the remaining as- 
paragus cool and discard 
onion, carrot and peppercorns. 
Melt butter, remove from heat 
and stir in flour until the paste 
is smooth; return to heat and 
stir constantly for 5 minutes 
while flour and butter cook. Do 
this over very low heat so that 
mixture does not turn brown. 
Add the strained, warm chick- 
en soup very gradually, stirring 
constantly. Always remove from 
heat while adding liquid, then 
immediately return and stir un- 
til each addition is smooth. 
Correct the seasoning. 
Combine remaining asparagus 
with the soup in a blender, 
or put asparagus through a 
sieve and add it to the soup. 
Add the cream and brandy 
after the soup is cold. 
Garnish each serving with the 
asparagus spears and a little 
sprig of parsley. 
Serves 6 to 8. 


COLD CREAM OF 
CAULIFLOWER SOUP 
WITH CHOPPED HAM 

1 cauliflower 

1 quart milk 

1 teaspoon sugar 
salt to taste 

1 onion, chopped 
cup butter 

cup flour 


dash of cayenne pepper 

cup heavy cream 

4 slices cold ham, chopped fine 
2 sprigs parsley 

Cut nicest rosettes from the 
center of the cauliflower; cook 
these with the rest of the cauli- 
flower in the milk, adding the 
sugar, salt and onion. 

Remove best rosettes as soon 
as they are done and chill. 
Cook the rest until soft. Put it 
through a sieve or blender with 
some of the milk in which they 
were cooked. Keep the rest of 
milk warm to use in the roux. 
Make a roux of the butter and 
flour: Melt the butter, remove 
it from heat and stir in the 
flour; as soon as it is smooth, 
return to heat and gradually 
stir in the liquid in which the 
cauliflower and onion cooked. 
Do not stop stirring while you 
cook the soup for another five 
minutes. 

* Add salt if necessary, a little 
cayenne. Add cream and cauli- 
flower and set aside to cool. 

* Serve with a few rosettes of 
cauliflower in each soup bowl; 
sprinkle with chopped ham and 
add a little spray of parsley. 

+ Serves 4 to 6. 


COLD CREAM OF CORN SOUP 
6 to 8 ears of corn 
1 teaspoon sugar 
3 cups milk 
salt and pepper 
1 tablespoon butter 
1 tablespoon flour 
1 cup broth 
cup cream 
6 slices bacon 
3 sprigs parsley 
Cut kernels from ears of corn; 
there should be about 2 cups 
of kernels. 
Cook the kernels and cobs from 
which they were cut, with the 
sugar, salt and pepper in milk. 
As soon as the kernels are soft 
(after 15 or 20 minutes de- 
pending on the corn) remeve 
from heat. Remove and discard 
the cobs, after scraping them 
of any remaining kernels. Put 
corn mixture through blender 
or sieve, or keep it as is if 
you prefer the rougher texture. 
Make a roux of the butter and 
flour, following directions in 
Cold Cream of Chicken Soup. 
Make a broth of a cup of boil- 


ing water with 1 cube beef 
bouillon and blend it with roux. 
Add cream to corn soup, add 
the roux and cook 5 minutes. 
Check again for seasoning; 
add pepper and chill. 

Fry bacon and set aside on 
paper to drain. When serving 
the soup, crumble bacon over 
top as a garnish. Add a little 
sprig of parsley. 

Serves 4 to 6. 


COLD APRICOT SOUP 
12 fresh apricots 
4 tablespoons sugar 
2 tablespoons arrowroot or 

cornstarch 
% cup water 
1 stick cinnamon 
2 cups white wine, chilled 
mint sprigs 

Cut the apricots in half. Put 
them, with their stones which 
should be cracked open with a 
nutcracker, in a pan. 

Add the arrowroot or corn- 
starch mixed in 4 cup water, 
sugar and cinnamon. 

Add enough water to cover and 
cook slowly until the apricots 
are very soft. 

Remove from heat and cool. 
Skin the little almonds which 
were in the pits. 

Discard the stones and cin- 
namon and remove apricots 
from sirup. 

Reduce the sirup in which the 
apricots were cooked to about 
half. Put sirup, apricots and 
almonds through a sieve or 
the blender. Be sure that the 
almonds are included as they 
add a delicate flavor. 

Taste for sweetness; the soup 
should be tart, but not sour. 
Add white wine and chill. 
Serve with a mint sprig on 
each plate.

chase in your community? Are 
they reasonably priced?

Be sure to look for: leakproof 
wands and hose connections; 
sturdy attachments with firm lock- 
ing devices; dust bags large 
enough for your family needs— 
the dust bag is an important part 
of any cleaner—if it fills up too 
fast, suction efficiency, conse- 
quently cleaning efficiency is cut 
down; a quiet, sealed-in mech- 
anism—motor and fan assembly. 
In high-speed suction models, find 
out if there is suction control for 
lightweight fabrics; in uprights, 
look for a comfortable, easy-to- 
grip handle. 

Floor polishers: Once vacu- 
um-cleaner needs are solved, it’s 
only natural to focus attention on 
problems of keeping the hard 
surface flooring on a par with the 
rugs and carpets. No part of a 
house deteriorates so rapidly, if 
neglected, as a floor. Wood, lino- 
leum, tile, terrazzo, marble and 
the many other new hard surfaces 
now being used in modern homes 
must stand up under the hardest 
kind of wear. Without a protec- 
tive coating of wax, wood floor- 
ing, for instance, is especially 
vulnerable to wear. After a good, 
hard film of floor sealer has been 
applied to the wood, several thin 
coats of wax is the ideal treat- 
ment. Wax protects from wear, 
saves frequent and expensive re- 
finishing, makes cleaning easier. 

The same is true of linoleum. 
More linoleum floors are scrubbed 
away than worn away by normal 
traffic, say leading linoleum au- 
thorities. Wax is recommended as 
the most effective protective treat- 
ment for linoleam—inlaid or 
printed. Applying wax and pol- 
ishing large floor areas by hand 
is a tedious job. The answer is an 
electric floor polisher. It saves 
time and energy; it gives a hard, 
nonslip finish and keeps surfaces 
new-looking longer; and between 
wax applications, it removes scuff 
marks and restores sheen. Today's 
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electric polishers can be used to 
work the wax into the floor as 
well as to polish it. Separate 
brushes for each application— 
palmetto fiber bristles for clean- 
ing and waxing; softer Tampico 
bristles for polishing—are usu- 
ally included with each polisher. 

Home-use models fall into two 
general types—those with twin 
brushes and those with large 
diameter, single brushes. In se- 
lecting either type, be sure the 
brushes are well balanced, easy 
to attach and can be removed for 
various jobs. In addition to the 
above mentioned interchangeable 
brushes, standard equipment often 
includes felt or lamb’s-wool buf- 
fing pads. However, these pads, 
plus a set of sanding discs, come 
at extra cost with some models. 

While portability is usually 
considered an asset in selecting 
most house-cl equip 
with electric polishers thought 
should be given to the matter of 
weight, because adequate weight 
on the brushes is necessary to 
produce the right amount of fric- 
tion pressure to spread the wax 
evenly and to produce a highly 
polished gloss. Most of today’s 
home floor polishers come with 
bumpers to protect furniture and 
baseboards, long rubber-covered 
cords, easy-steering handles that 
guide the polisher without effort 
and a hook in the handle to hang 
polisher off the floor. (It is im- 
portant to take the weight off the 
bristles when not in use.) Some 
polishers can be detached from 
the upright handles and used in 
polishing furniture. Twin-brush 
home-size polishers are available 
from $29.95 to $79.95; single- 
brush models start at $25. Several 
vacuum cleaners on the market 
are now featuring floor-polisher 
attachments (among them, Apex, 
Electrolux and Kirby). Recently, 
something new in all-purpose floor 
conditioners has been introduced 
—namely, combination vacuum- 
cleaner-floor-polishers, Two com- 
panies now make them: Colum- 
bus-Dixon and Fillery. 

Here are brands of floor 
polishers designed for use in the 
home: Atlas, Floorola, General 
Floorcrafter, Hoover, Johnson, 
Universal, Regina, Shetland, 
Westinghouse.

salt and pepper 
3 tablespoons fresh grated 
horse-radish 
Peel and seed the tomatoes 
and chop them coarsely.

Melt the butter, remove from 
heat and stir in flour until 
smooth; return to heat and 
cook slowly, stirring constant- 
ly for 5 minutes.

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OSAICS: NEW HOBBY 
ROM AN ANCIENT ART 


No art, supposedly, ever really dies. It may wane, or 
go out of fashion, or be derided. but eventually, if it 
ever was a true art form, it will be revived. A current 
example, and an outstanding one, is the mosaic—a 
very old art form indeed—which first saw the light of 
day about 5,000 years ago in Egypt, and reached one 
zenith in Byzantium and another in Italy’s early Chris- 
tian period, Then it languished, and it was not until 
World War II, when so many noted Italian buildings 
were bombed and their priceless mosaics damaged 
that its present revival began, and once again, artists 
were trained in its technique. Today, anyone with a 
sure hand and a sense of color can make a mosaic— 
itg construction is so mechanically simple. Bits of 
china, glass, marble and tile (called tesserae) are in- 
laid in cement upon a surface—any surface—in a pat- 
tern. That, fundamentally, is all there is to it. The form 
the pattern takes is, of course, quite a different matter. 
An artist, in a sense, can paint with mosaic, but the 
layman need worry about nothing except a pleasing 
combination of color. A mosaic can be utterly abstract 
or completely primitive, and still be effective. It can 
be formal or impressionistic; its pattern doesn’t mat- 
ter as long as the color makes sense and somewhere in 
the design there is a vestige of an idea. On the prac-

A single quotation from 
the jacket notes will give an idea 
of the record: “Dreamy soft mu- 
sic from plays and operettas, 
sentimental arrangements of old 
favorite melodies and an occa- 
sional nostalgic fox trot or polka 
provide relaxing music for the 
end of day.” 

For some light music of a dif- 
ferent kind, I'd recommend your 
listening to a Decea recording in 
which the great violin virtuoso of 
our time, Jascha Heifetz, devotes 
himself to some very entertaining 
music. With Emanuel Bay and 
Milton Kaye as accompanists, 
Heifetz plays Arthur Benjamin's 
popular Jamaican Rumba, an 
arrangement of Figaro’s aria, 
Largo al Factotum, from Rossini’s 
opera, The Barber of Seville, and 
a waltz by Victor Herbert. He 
also performs Robert Russell 
Bennett's clever work called Hex- 
apoda, or Five Studies in Jitter- 
optera. The nature of the five 
movements will be suggested by 
their titles. They are: Gut-Bucket 
Gus; Jane Shakes her Hair; 
Betty and Harold Close Their 
Eyes; Jim Jives, and Till Dawn 
Sunday. Heifetz certainly reveals 
a new side of his musical person- 
ality when he gets in the groove 
with these works. And the other 
side of the dise is devoted to 
music by George Gershwin. It 
contains three preludes, arranged 
by Heifetz, and the violinist’s own 
arrangements of six excerpts from 
Porgy and Bess. They include 
Summer Time; A Woman is a 
Sometime Thing; It Ain’t Nec- 
essarily So, and Bess, You Is My 
Woman Now.

Q. We have a very annoying con- 

dition in our dining room 
which neither our builder nor our 
painter can solve. Our house is 
fourteen years old and ten years 
ago a crack appeared along two 
walls where they meet the ceiling. 
Our painter filled it and re- 
painted. This happened three 
more times. Can you explain this 
and suggest a remedy? _L.S.K. 


A. I cannot explain it without 

an examination, but I sug- 
gest installing a two-inch cove 
molding all around where walls 
and ceiling meet. This will cer- 
tainly hide the crack. 


. 1 am going to build a cedar 
closet in my basement which 

is good and dry. I would like 
your suggestion as to what type 
of cedar I should use and any 
other ideas that might be help- 
ful to me.

that you build the closet on 
sleepers (2 x 4s laid on the base- 
ment floor) and not directly on 
the concrete. This reduces chances 
of dampness entering the closet. 
Q. Our new house was started 

in January and we moved in 
a few weeks ago. The first day 
we were in the house we noticed 
some crickets hopping about, but 
we thought nothing of it. How- 
ever, they started to appear every- 
where as the days went on. No- 
body seems able to tell us where 
they come from or what to do 
about them. I am afraid they will 


damage the rugs and draperies as 
I understand they chew fabrics. 
Can you help us? H.A.F. 


A. This situation is not unusual, 

as crickets like to crawl into 
lumber piles and lay their eggs. 
When the wood is carried inte the 
house, the eggs go with it. There 
are several powders, such as pyre- 
thrum, which will kill a hard- 
shelled insect like a cricket and 
you can ask your druggist for 
them. DDT is not effective—it 
would only stun the crickets— 
and borax powder or any form of 
formaldehyde would damage the 
paint and fabrics. 


Q. I am afraid I have made a 

mistake and I would like 
your advice. I let a contract to a 
carpenter for the labor to build 
my house. I was to furnish the 
material as he called for it. The 
walls outside are hand-hewn 
shakes with very thick butts, and 
the way he has put them on, the 
butts overlap the trim on the 
gable ends. 1 am sure this will 
allow rain to run under them, 
although he says it will not. Can 
you help? AK. 


A. If the upper butts of the 

shakes are thick, it some- 
times happens that they stick out 
beyond the trim. You are correct 
in assuming the rain will get 
inte them, rapidly causing wet 
walls and rot. The thing to do 
here is set a quarter-round mold- 
ing or a 1 x 2 strip on the gable 
trim which will cover the butts 
and keep water from running 
down into the shakes. Your car- 
penter will know how to do this.
